MAIN FEATURES OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES PACT 


By Alberta Publicity Commissioner 

The folowing are main features of 
the natural 1esources agreement: 

1. All crown lends, mines, minerals 
and royalties formerly administered 
by the Dominion to be administered 
by the Province of Alberta, the pro- 
vince to get the revenue therefrom. 

2. In lieu of an accounting, con- 
tinuation of the Federal subsidy of 
$562,500 per annum for another three 
years, this sum being considered 
sufficient to enable the province to 
meet the outlay necessary to carry 
out the terms of the agreement. 

8. Transfer to the Province 
shave of the school land fund 

4. All fishery rights in the provin- 
cia! waters to be vested in the Pro- 
vince, the crown to retain, however, 
its interest in the waters unden the 
Northwest Irrigation Act of 1898, ~ 

5. Indian reserves to be retained 
in the jurisdiction of the Dominion 
Government, the Piovince to set 
aside from its crown land any addi- 
tional lands required to enable the 
Dominion’ government to cary out 
its treaty obligations. 

6. Soldier settiement

The Population 
Of England 


Has Increased From Twelve Millions 
To Nearly Thirty-eight Millions 
In Hundred Years 

In a hundred years the population of 
England and Wales has increased 
from twelve millions to nearly thirty- 
eight millions, and accompanying that 
increase there has been a general ex- 
cess in the number of females, This 
is one of many interesting conclusions 
arrived at by the registrar-general, 
who has puolished his final volume on 
the census for 1921, 

Some curious facts emerge from the 
comparisons available as to the mar- 
riage stage of the population. For 
every 1,000 unmarried men in the 
country there are 1,153 unmarried 
women, In Lancashire the propor- 
tion of unmarried women is even 
higher (1,179), and in the West Riding 
of Yorkshir» it is 1,141. 

Nevertheless, the chances of mar- 
riage in Yorkshire, and, indeed, in 
the northeastern counties generally, 
are comparatively high, In the west 
riding the proportion of married wo- 
men is 3898 in every thousand, in 
Derbyshire it is 408, in Durham 384, 
Lancashire 378, Northumberland 374, 
in London it is only 964, and in 
Hampstead falls as low as 304. The 
expectation of marriage, therefore, 


‘appears to be much higher in the north 


than in the south,
